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THE POVERTY PROGRAM 
IN SOUTHEAST MISSOURI 
THE OTHER SIDE OF THE COIN 
For several months it has seemed that Don 
Thomason's little group of followers have con­ 
trolled the Poverty Program in the Bootheel, 
and have had access to a portion of the press 
which has gained the most publicity; without an 
attempt being made to ascertain the truth. The 
hard core of Thomason followers have seemed 
to think they alone own the Poverty Program 
and have taken offense at any attempt to bring 
to light the many irregularities and mistakes 
that were being committed - the Kansas City 
office participated 
by 
white-washing 
and 
covering up all the mistakes this group made, 
and placed all the blame on the first elected 
Administrative Director, Mr. Earl Williams, 
of Charleston, Missouri, who was following the 
instructions given to him by Mr. Thomason, 
or his Kansas City employees - over the tele­ 
phone, or face to face conversation - seldom 
in writing, where it would be a matter of 
record. 
But now an audit has been filed by 
one of Mr. Thomason's Regional employees 
(an auditor from Boston, Mass., sent out to 
eleven midwestern states) and this audit which 
was hurriedly presented to the D.A.E.O.C.* 
Board by a representative from Kansas City, 
last January, but refused to leave a copy with 
the members of the board, although clearly dis­ 
closing the author's hesitancy in criticising 
anything Kansas City wished covered up, also 
shows why the opposition to the ruling clique 
wished to clean house. 
The Poverty Program started very quietly 
in the Bootheel, only a very small portion of 
the public ever heard of such a movement, 
and no attempt was made by the ruling group 
to alert the public at large. 
To give some idea of how the thing developed, 
a contact from Kansas City was sent to New 
Madrid County, and that county proposed going 
along, if the program would grant it $5,000.00 
to hire one Director, and the County Court 
would stand the expense of all other necessary 
employees, etc. 
At that time a County Super­ 
intendent of Schools, who was voted out, by 
doing away with his office under a recent law, 
was available and agreed to take on the job 
for the $5,000.00 per year salary. 
The man 
from Thomason's office said they couldn't al­ 
low that much, so the County said “forget it" 
and lost all interest tn the program. 
Then 
they started bringing in employeesTrom the 
East and paying some up to $12,000.00. 
Now the auditor says there was over $311,- 
000.00, improperly spent, which included double 
pay for some employees, pay for services never 
rendered, the purchase of unauthorized equip­ 
ment, and a host of irregularities. 
The ad­ 
ministrative officials still with DAEOC continue 
to say all the audit shows is bad bookkeeping - 
the blame for all of which rests on the shoulders 
of Earl Williams alone. Hogwash; is the public 
gullible enough to believe that? With such bad 
bookkeeping, it is a wonder the auditor came 
up with as much as he did. 
Are there more 
bugs under the rug? 
Much has been written about other citizens 
getting interested in the Poverty 
Program to 
use it for political purposes. 
But it seems 
that the only person interested in using the 
program for political purposes is Don Thoma­ 
son, who, it is reported, wishes to run for a 
state office. Some say for congress to replace 
Paul Jones. The truth is that somebody smelled 
a rat in the wood-pile, and set out to determine 
if they could discover what was wrong, but they 
couldn't learn much from the home office of 
DAEOC, at Portageville, or from the auditor 
(who later filed his report under date of Dec. 
31, 1966) who proclaimed to know nothing. Mem- 
b3rs of the DAEOC Board, under the law, were 
entitled to have all the information available. 
Th3 auditor's report was made to Kansas City 
only. 
Now a new board of directors has been elected, 
a n3w Chairman selected, and the process of 
cleaning house begun. 
But the old crowd still 
gets the ear of some of the press, which, it is 
believed will change its tune, when the 
full 
contents of the audit is made available to it. 
Why doesn't this element of the press insist 
that Kansas City release the full contents of 
the audit to the public? 
For instance, an assistant director had helped 
wage a campaign to undermine his superior, 
Earl Williams, and gone so far as to call Mr. 
Williams a liar in front of all his staff em­ 
ployees. 
The official audit shows that this 
assistant had helped to set up a program at 
Hayti involving some sort of youth project 
and had purchased a used bus for transporta­ 
tion through the Chairman of the DAEOC (the 
audit says for $650.00, but does not mention 
names, or whether the school board which owned 
the bus had ever approved the sale) and that 
over $1,000.00 had been paid to an automobile 
dealer, then a member of the DAEOC board, 
for parts, labor, and repairs on the bus - all 
of which was done direct and by-passed the 
home office of DAEOC, without its approval, 
or approval from Kansas City. 
When Mr. 
Williams complained of such actions, he aroused 
the fury of the original clique (although all this 
was against OEO regulations). 
The assistant 
director ended up with $1,050.00 extra pay, to 
which he was not entitled and should have been

Thant said he had sent his 
proposals to all the parties di­ 
rectly concerned on March 14 
and that some had replied. He 
said he did not consider any of 
the answers as a categorical 
reject! cm. 
The UJS. note said it was as­ 
sumed that the government of 
South Vietnam would be "ap­ 
propriately involved throughout 
the entire process." 
The secretary • general ex­ 
pressed concern over what he 
called the recent escalation of 
the fighting and voiced fears 
that the conflict might spread 
unless checked.

The decision by the North Vietnamese to release 
a letter f r o m President Ho Chi Minh rejecting 
flatly a direct peace offer by President Lyndon 
B. Johnson is the best support that the adminis­ 
tration has received for its conduct of the war 
since Johnson took office. 
The news accounts of the exchange - the 
dent's conciliatory letter and the cold rebuff he 
got from Ho Chi Minh - has taken all the wind 
out of the sails of Sen. Robert Kennedy and Sen. 
William 
Fulbright, chairman of the

foreign relations committee, and other doves. 
Ho played straight into Johnson's hands strange 
as that may seem. Surely he didn't intend to do 
it.There is nothing that President Johnson could 
have done — and he h a s tried almost everything - 
which could have produced the propaganda re­ 
sult so completely and conclusively as did Ho's 
hard-nosed letter response to Johnson's peace 
overture. 
The North Vietnamese leader spoke eloquently 
and loudly of his country's disinclination to ac­ 
cept any offer to negotiate short of abject sur­ 
render and complete American abandonment of 
South Vietnam. 
Just about everyone in this country, whose 
opinions on the Vietnam war aren't prejudiced 
and rigidly held, now believes that President 
Johnson has been doing all that he reasonably 
could to begin negotiations with the North Viet­ 
namese. 
There is a great deal of evidence suggesting 
that the Johnson administration is setting out 
now to win the war in Vietnam as the only 
satisfactory way to conclude the struggle. 
Ho Chi Minh has done more than any person 
to make this course appear to be justified in 
the eyes of the American people. 
He should tell his people to prepare for the 
consequences. 
Time is running out. The language that guns 
speak is the only kind that Ho understands. 
Our answer should be loud and clear.

BIG SLEEP IN THE HOUSE 
State Representatives 
interested in 
good 
government more or less got caught with their 
“ legislative pants down” when it came time to 
vote on House Bill No. 166 recently. The meas­ 
ure carried the lower chamber at Jefferson City 
by such a wide margin that there can only be 
a suspicion that many lawmakers did not read 
the provisions of the measure. 
One of the catch phrases in the measure, de­ 
signed to “ supplement” a 1965 law, requires 
municipal bodies and other public agencies to 
engage in negotiations with any labor organiza­ 
tion that represents employes. As passed by the 
House, this means that city council, boards of 
public works and many other public agencies 
will be forced, whether they wish to or not, 
to conduct negotiations with petitioning unions. 
A great many Southeast Missourians feel that 
public agencies should not be forced to negotiate 
since these bodies represent the taxpayers and 
not private companies. The funds involved are 
public tax funds, not private profits as in the 
case of companies and corporations. 
Still another joker in the proposed law is a 
requirement that issues “ shall be resolved” by 
the State Board of Mediation, a union-dominated 
state agency. 
Passage of House Bill 166 recalls the dismal 
days of an earlier session when the House and 
Senate passed Missouri’s so-called “prevailing 
wage” law, which upset, postponed and increased 
the 
cost 
of untold public building projects 
throughout Southeast Missouri. 
It appears the 
House took the same big sleep that an earlier 
House took on the prevailing wage bill. 
Sometimes it isn't a bad idea for lawmakers 
to read the provisions of pending legislation be­ 
fore they cast their vote. 
- Daily Dunklin Democrat 
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used the claim that some jobs 
were too big for private enter­ 
prise. 
At the same time, the 
investor-owned electric and gas 
industry pushed ahead in the 
face of formidable government 
competition and made a joke of 
the notion that private enter­ 
prise is not equal to the big jobs. 
The gas industry this year is 
celebrating its 150th anniver­ 
sary. In recent years, it has 
established a record of specta­ 
cular growth. In fact, it is the 
sixth largest industry in 
the 
United States, and supplier of 
one third of all the energy con­ 
sumed by the nation. 
An investor-owned gas com­ 
pany publication reports that, 
“ Today there are enough miles 
of (gas) transmission and dis­ 
tribution pipeline in the U.S. 
to reach from the earth to the 
moon three times, to serve 38 
million customers in the U.S. 
and to provide more energy in 
one day than all the hydroelec­ 
tric power projects in the U.S. 
produce in a week.” 
The gas industry, like 
all 
other industries developed with 
the savings and earnings of pri­ 
vate citizens, has been a heavy 
taxpayer to all levels of govern­ 
ment from the time the first gas 
lamp was lit. As a matter of 
fact, the biggest job in the world 
today, of private industry and 
its customers, is to provide tax 
revenues to the tune of hun­ 
dreds of billions of dollars to 
government—which is done un­ 
grudgingly. 
It is not true that 
government 
in business is 
clothed with unique virtues or 
ability — nor that it must be 
called on to do the really big 
jobs.

“ It is not my purpose to argue 
here today the merits of this 
controversy. 
Let me just say 
that in elections held in eight 
Stevens plants, employees have 
voted against the union in each 
and every one of these elec­ 
tions. 
In one of these plants 
. . .the NLRB ordered a rerun 
election . . . the employees 
went to the polls and voted the 
union down by a margin twice 
as large as before. 
‘ ‘This case has been argued in 
two U. S. 
district courts and 
the U. S. court of appeals as 
the union and the NLRB sought 
an injunction against the com­ 
pany. Each one of these courts 
rpfused to issue such an in­ 


junction. . . 
“ I say to you unequivocally, 
any individual or group that 
asks the Federal Government 
to withhold contracts for vi­ 
tally needed war materials from 
a company simply because it 
has been found by the NLRB 
to be in violation of the Fed­ 
eral Labor law is acting ir­ 
responsibly 
and without any 
thought for the welfare of our 
Armed Forces. 
“ This is merely a desperate 
attempt by the AFL-CIO Coun­ 
cil to gain, by fiat from our 
Government, 
bargaining au­ 
thority which it has not been 
able to win in secret ballot 
elections.” 
Critical supplies and equip­ 
ment for Vietnam are involved 
in this home-front fight. Con­ 
gressman Rivers thinks that our 
soldiers take 
priority over 
labor bosses.

It has been truthfully said that 
economic and political liberty 
live or die together. By the 
same token, a free press can­ 
not exist without private enter­ 
prise and neither private enter­ 
prise nor personal liberty can 
exist without a free press. If 
statements such as these seem 
dogmatic, academic or trite, the 
pages of the nation's news­ 
papers, periodicals and other 
publications tell a 
different 
story. 
In columns of advertising, in­ 
vestor - owned enterprise, big 
and little, seeks the patronage 
of the public. A national news 
magazine recently carried a 
full - page advertisement over 
the signature of the president 
of a major investor - owned 
electric power system*. The 
purpose 
of the advertisement 
was to call attention to the op­ 
portunities for industrial de­ 
velopment in its service area. 
The power system in question 
is one of the most progressive 
in the country, but it is not 
alone in its drive to develop 
markets and expand 
its ser­ 
vices to the benefit of the com­ 
munity. Thousands of taxpay­ 
ing enterprises are pursuing 
the same course in every sec­ 
tion of the United States. Their 
business - promoting efforts 
are reflected in the thousands 
of pages of advertiseing that 
we see every day in our home­ 
town papers and magazines — 
advertising that tells of new 
products, expanded service and 
new onprtunittes. 


It is well worthwhile to think 
of these things when plans are 
put forth to extend government 
in business. Socialized indus­ 
try does not need to advertise 
because free choice in 
the 
marketplace is gone. The cus­ 
tomers are captives of a state 
monopoly. 
And in countries 
where socialism is total, the 
press consists of a few official 
organs.

NEW YORK (AP) — “You 
have to make your own trip to 
the moon," said Ross Hunter.

Hunter is the youthful4ooldng 
former 
high school English 
teacher who now, as one of Hol­ 
lywood’s most successful pro­ 
ducers, is becoming known as 
“the man with the box office 
touch.” 
Of the 36 films he has made 
since 1952 only two were finan­ 
cial duds, which he feels is 
something of a record. 
“I have made a profit of $167 
million for the studio," he re­ 
marked. 
“ Why? Because I don't make 
pictures for myself. I make 
them for the public. And what 
they want is to be entertained. 
“ Escape is a healthy word. 
And people are looking for a 
clean look in entertainment. 
“ European 
producers feel 
they have to give a slice of life. 
We feel that people get that 
slice of life in their own homes. 
“We’re on the upbeat now in 
Hollywood. European producers 
are on the downbeat. I feel that 
if you subject people to a neu­ 
rotic film about despair, they go 
back to their homes and watch 
television, dull as that may be." 
Hunter’s latest bonanza is 
“ Thoroughly Modern Millie," a 
madcap musical romp through 
the 1920s starring Julie An­ 
drews, James Fox, Mary Tyler 
Moore, Carol Charming, John 
Gavin and Beatrice Lillie. 
His next opus is “ The Public 
Eye," which Elizabeth Taylor 
and Richard Burton will get a 
million dollars each to star in. 


Ross used to be an actor him­ 
self. After a spell of teaching 
English in Cleveland, he put in 
a hitch in the Army, then took a 
film test and scored high. 
He acted in 19 pictures —re­ 
member “Sweetheart of Sigma 
Chi” and “Louisiana Hayride"? 
— and pushed his income up to

SANTIAGO - President Ed­ 
uardo Frei Mantalva of Chile 
is probably the most compul­ 
sive builder in Latin America, 
and when you ask him about his 
building his eyes sparkle and 
his hands gesture expressively. 
Frei is building not merely 
houses but a nation. Today Chile 
is pushing, promoting, building 
more than at any other time in 
its history, and President Frei, 
with his Christian Democratic 
party, has been responsible, 
setting an example for all Latin 
America. 
I talked to Frei in his office 
looking out over the Plaza De 
La Constitución. Over his heavy 
mahogany desk hung a portrait 
of Bernardo 0*Higgins, the 
George Washington of Chile. 
On the desk were a few work­ 
ing papers. Deep -setwindow 
sills led out to a balcony over­ 
looking the square. And on a lit­ 
tle telephone table was a minia­ 
ture telephone keyboard identi­ 
cal with that of LBJ’s. 
President Frei has a lot in 
common with LBJ, as I dis­ 
covered in talking with him. 
They are both ex - schoolteach­ 
ers, both strong for education, 
both pushers for agriculture, 
land conservation and housing. 
Both, furthermore, are tall and 
thin. 
“I was hoping to see Presi­ 
dent Johnson before April 15 
when the summit conference 
opens,” President Frei told 
me. '*1 know we would have had 
a lot in common. I hope to see 
him later in the year on a state 
visit." 
“ Tell me about your revolu­ 
tion without a firing squad," I 
asked, 
referring 
to Fret’s 
sweeping social and economic 
reforms. 
REVOLUTION 
WITHOUT FIRING 
“ Our chief accomplishment 
is education," President Frei 
replied, 
speaking 
English 
slowly and 
carefully. “The 
UNESCO in Paris cited us for 
having 96 per cent literacy, 
higher I think than any other 


country in the world. 
“Revolution doesn’t have to 
take the form of bloodshed and 
disorder. Building schools is 
the spirit of our revolution. 
“In January and February,” 
Frei continued, referring 
to 
the summer vacation in South 
America, “university students 
have gone south to build our 
schools. The government has 
furnished the window frames, 
the lumber, the locks, t>ut the 
students have got the commu­ 
nity started and they have done 
the rest. 
“ We have also increased stu­ 
dents in our secondary schools 
by 40 per cent, and we have 
increased the basic term of 
education 
from six to eight 
years. Next year we will ex­ 
tend it to nine years. 
“And we have served a mil­ 
lion breakfasts in the public 
schools, together with 500,000 
luncheons," said 
President 
Frei, “in part thanks to food 
from the United States.” 
The President of Chile went 
on to talk about the next goal 
of the Christian • Democratic 
Revolution —housing. 
“ Here we have not done as 
well as we should," he said 
frankly. “We plan to build 60,- 
000 houses every year, 
but 
the cost of education may be 
too great. The past administra­ 
tion built 20,000 houses 
a 
year, and we have built, be­ 
tween 
1964 • 1966, 
45,000 
houses 
each year. Probably 
we will build 55,000 this year. 
1 am not sure. We hope to do 
better. 
“ Along with this housing pro­ 
gram we have brought in wat­ 
er, lighting, built communal 
buildings which have laundries 
and libraries, and we have in­ 
stalled playgrounds and market­ 
ing facilities. Housing projects 
never had these before. 
“ The third goal of our revolu­ 
tion is 
health. We have or­ 
ganized 900 mobile health cent­ 
ers; we have trained nurses; 
and we have given, in 1966, 
190 million liters of milk to 
mothers. In the last administra­ 
tion there was given only 88 mil­ 
lion liters of milk. We have 
pledged 240 million for 1967.

TOUGHEST PROBLEM

land reform; but, in Chile, Pres­ 
ident Frei is in dead earnest. 
“ The land reform bill just 
passed the senate yesterday. 
Maybe I’ll have to veto one part 
of it, but it will go into effect 
soon. 
“ We have another problem 
in connection with the land," 
he said, “ erosion. Frankly, ero­ 
sion is a greater calamity than 
earthquakes. This is because 
Chile is long and narrow, and 
the rivers rush down from the 
mountains directly into the sea. 
This rush of water through the 
centuries has been wearing our 
land away, 
“So 
we have been planting 
trees. The last administration 
planted 25 million trees a year, 
but two days after I took office 
we started a program of 125 
million trees the first year and 
200 million the next year. 
“ I told the army, 'you must 
help,’ 
and 
the army was 
enthusiastic. So were the stu­ 
dents and the local communi­ 
ties. *we will give you 
the 
trees,’ I said. *You can plant

“Lady Bird

pleased," I remarked.

WOODSTOCK, Md. (AP) — 
The modernization movement In 
Roman Catholicism is reflected 
in the radical changes in train­ 
ing of priests at Woodstock Col­ 
lege, one of the nation’s fore­ 
most Jesuit seminaries. 
Once the seminarians were 
virtually isolated in the rolling 
hill country 20 miles west of 
Baltimore . Their training was 
dominated by a theological sys­ 
tem devised in the Middle Ages 
by St. Thomas Aquinas. And 
they conformed to a rigid sched­ 
ule, from arising at a certain 
time to going to bed at a certain 
time. But no more. 
Woodstock’s 
president, the 
Very Rev. Felix F. Cardegna, 
said the changes here are sim­ 
ply a reflection of the modern 
age, something he said can be 
seen in other denominations as 
well as in Roman Catholicism. 
Father Cardegna said that it 
was 
recognized that former 
methods did not equip priests to 
deal adequately with the prob­ 
lems of people who needed guid­ 
ance. To help inform priests of 
social 
problems, 
Woodstock 
added a course called «Sociolo­ 
gy of the Church.” 
Another new course is “ Reli­ 
gious Anthropology,” which ex­ 
plores the relation of religion to 
the cultural activities of man. 
Yet another new course is “ The 
Problem of God,” which in­ 
cludes inquiry into various mod­ 
ern theories, among them the 
“ God is dead’* viewpoint. 
Teacher of this course, which 
surely would have been taboo in 
past times, is the Rev.; John C. 
Murray, chief writer of the de­ 
cree on religious liberty ap­ 
proved 
by 
the 
Ecumenical 
Council, Vatican II. 
Protestant theology and the 
Protestant role in ecumenism 
also are studied. 
“ These days,” said Father 
Cardegna, “the whole of the­ 
ology has to be ecumenical or 
it’s nothing. And it has to be in 
contact with the social problems 
and daily needs of people.” 
Of the 72 courses offered, 21 
are elective. Seminarians have 
been going outside the school 
for some time to engage in so­ 
cial welfare work, but recently 
this activity has been greatly 
expanded. 
Some students visit Baltimore 
each week to work in slum 
neighborhoods. Other seminari­ 
ans pay regular visits to two 
nearby state mental hospitals. 
Others 
visit 
Protestant 
churches and 
synagogues to 
explain Catholicism.

state. 
During a five - day season in 
1966, 
over 4,000 
hunters 
stalked the wily gobblers in 29 
countries, with 576 returning 
home with a trophy. Thus, about 
one of every eight turkey hunt­ 
ers was successful. 
The 1967 season has been 
lengthened by two days and will 
run April 24 through 30. Also, 
three more countries have been 
added to the hunting territory. 
In addition, Missouri turkey 
hunting will be open to non­ 
residents of the state for the 
first time in recent history. 
Regulations for this 
year, 
as in the past, allow only one 
male turkey to be taken 
by 
shotgun or 
longbow, without 
the use of dogs, recorded calls 
or live decoys, between the 
hours of 5:00 a.m. and 12:00 
noon (Central Standard Time). 
Turkey hunting permits 
are 
required and will cost $5 for 
resident and $25 for non-resi­ 
dents, plus a 30 • cent service 
fee in each case. These per­ 
mits will go on sale about April 
1st. 
Checking 
stations will be 
maintained in each of the open 
counties and again, successful 
hunters must check their birds 
with plumage intact 
between 
7:00 ami. and 3:00 pmi. on the 
day they were killed. However, 
this year, 
turkeys 
may be 
checked in the county where 
killed, or adjacent county pro­ 
vided it is an open turkey hunt­ 
ing county. 
ANOTHER BANNER fishing 
ft4>a ¡pW is shaping up at Duck 
Creek Wildlife 
Management 
Area here, with a report of 
more than 11,000 fish taken in 
one early-March weekend. 


Dan Diclmeite, area 
man­ 
ager, said more than 3,000ang­ 
lers, many from as far away as 
St. Louis, fished 
the 
area 
during the weekend. Of the 11,- 
000 fish caught, about 80 per 
cent were crappie 
weighing 
from eight ounces to 
two 
pounds. The rest were mainly 
largemouth bass, most 
of 
them weighing from 10 ounces 
to a pound and a half with at 
least two going five pounds. 


Last season the anglers at 
Duck Creek made news nearly 
every weekend with, stories of 
large strings of crappie, over- 
size bass and fishing methods 
that were 
unusual 
to cope 
with Duck Creek's unusual chal­ 
lenges. As in the past, fisher­ 
men wishing to try Duck Creek 
angling 
for the first time 
can prepare themselves for big 
catches and big bass — but they 
must also be prepared for shal­ 
low water and usually, a lot of 
moss on the surface. 


The shallow water and the 
covering of moss have 
re­ 
sulted in development of 
a 
strange • looking procedure for 
bass fishing. The bass lie under 
the vegetation, and to get to them 
the fishermen 
have to drag 
weedless lures across 
the 
moss. The bass sees the shadow 
of the lure— a spoon or a pork 
frog or something 
similar 
— and blasts 
a hole in the 
weeds to get to it. Many times 
the angler will miss the mossy 
strike, but when he connects 
he has a 
real fight on his 
hands, landing bass and moss 
together. 
Moss growth will come later 
in the year. Right now, methods 
are more nearly normal, al­ 
though catching may be phenom­ 
enal.

suitable for management as a 
park than as a wildlife area, 
and pointed out that the Park 
Board is in a better position 
to provide park-type manage­ 
ment for public use of the area.

SCOTT AIR FORCE BASE, 
m . (AP) — Airman 2.c. Mai. 
colm C. Hassler is a para* 
chutist, frogman, fireman, med­ 
ic, mountain climber and sur. 
vlval expert. 
The 22.year.old airman from 
Peoria, 111., and other parares- 
cuemen like him helped save 
the lives of 403 downed allied 
airmen in Vietnam in 1966. 
Pararescuemen are the hub 
of the Aerospace Rescue and 
Recovery Service, a division of 
the military airlift command 
which has headquarters at Scott 
Air Force Base in southern Il­ 
linois near St. Louis. 
These men, who wear maroon 
berets and train by parachuting 
into pine trees, go into the jun­ 
gles 
and 
seas to prepare 
crashed airplane crews for res­ 
cue. They administer first aid, 
fight sharks and hold off the 
Viet Cong or North Vietnamese 
soldiers with small arms fire 
while the rescue is in progress. 
At last count, air rescuemen 
in Vietnam 
had 
won 
1,800 
awards and decorations for 
work under fire. The 38th Aero­ 
space Rescue Squadron and its 
3rd Rescue and Recovery group 
have received presidential unit 
citations. 
Li addition to going down di­ 
rectly to the men who need 
help, the pararescuemen also 
operate the hoists used to pluck 
airmen from calm seas. 
For his rescue work Hassler 
was named military airlift com­ 
mand's outstanding airman for 
1967. He is a crew member on 
a HH-3 Jolly Green Giant heli­ 
copter used to recover pilots 
down in Southeast Asia. 
Another pararescueman is 34- 
year-old 
Chuck 
Walther of 
Parkersburg, W. Va., who re­ 
cently completed a year's duty 
at Blen Hoa. During the period 
he collected 13 medals for cour- 
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age and professionalism under 
combat conditions. 
Walther said that in Viet Nam 
it's “hard to tell the good guys 
from the bad guys. They don't 
wear white 
hats and black 
hats." 
Another danger rescuemen 
must face is exploding shells 
from burning aircraft, “those 
20 millmeter shells cookoff for 
many hours," Walther said. 
“ When they go, it's just like a 
hand grenade. At Bien Hoa a 
fireman standing between two 
of my pararescuemen was killed 
by an exploding 20 m ilimeter." 
Capt. John B. Kneen, 31, of 
Belvidere Center, Vt., pilots a 
rescue helicopter. 
Kneen said every rescue of a 
downed airman is a race be­ 
tween the Viet Cong and the 
rescuers to the crash site.

They 
have made a good start, perhaps there are other 
dead heads on the payroll who need to go, in order 
to get every possible dollar down to the needy 
people on the poverty level. 
One of the as­ 
sistants who was discharged, has continued to 
give out press releases saying the program has 
assisted some 130,000 needy people in the Boot­ 
heel. Did you ever check the Blue Book? The 
last census sho\ s that only 196,000 people in the 
whole of the six counties, and everyone should 
know each of the counties has lost population 
since 1960, unless it might be Scott County. 
Incidentally the Federal Department of Labor 
has done a fine job with its Manpower De­ 
velopment Program in Sikeston; in contrast to 
the mess-up of the Poverty Program. 
The latest report is that the two assistants 
fired by the new DAEOC board are appealing 
their dismissals. 
There is no provision for 
such appeals under the Missouri law, which 
leaves such matters entirely at the discretion 
of the board members - no matter what Kansas 
City may say or guidelines may contain. Per­ 
haps it is time, if necessary, to get Mr. Thoma­ 
son before a Federal Court, over some of his 
rulings. 
It is hoped that the new board will stand its 
ground and continue to do what it thinks best 
for a successful operation of the Poverty 
Program in the Bootheel, without giving in to 
coercion from any source.

car. “They were In a position to 
take evasive action after the 
first shot, but for five terrible 
seconds, they were immobil­ 
ized.** 


Manchester summarizes his 
indictment in the words, “ The 
central fact was that the Secret 
Service had failed.”

Last December, 
Mrs. Kennedy called the manu­

Three 
former aides to the senator 
said, after reading the manu­ 
script, “We were talking about 
144 changes.” 
Manchester replied that the 
reasons for demanding changes 
w e r e “political” and con­ 
stituted “an attempt to sup­ 
press vital facts.” 
Their acrimonious exchanges, 
erupting over a period of sever­ 
al months, received front-page 
reporting in newspapers from 
coast to coast. This, coupled 
with Look magazine’s four-part 
serialization of the book, gave 
Manchester’s story an unprece­ 
dented degree of advance pub­ 
licity. 
Perhaps as a result, booksell­ 
ers report a large volume ot 
advance orders. 
Harper & Row said the first 
printing runs to 600,000 copies.

Manchester wrote that on the 
night of Nov. 21, Oswald ap­ 
peared to be watching television 
in Mrs. Paine’s home. “In 
fact,” the author says, “he was 
going mad.” 
Oswald appeared sane, how­ 
ever, to the police and other 
investigative officers who inter­ 
viewed him after the assassina­ 
tion.

Commission report, 
shows that Oswald told the 
same story to each of them.

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THE POVERTY PROGRAM 
IN SOUTHEAST MISSOURI 
THE OTHER SIDE OF THE COIN 
For several months it has seemed that Don 
Thomason’s little group of followers have con­ 
trolled the Poverty Program in the Bootheel, 
and have had access to a portion of the press 
which has gained the most publicity; without an 
attempt being made to ascertain the truth. The 
hard core of Thomason followers have seemed 
to think they alone own the Poverty Program 
and have taken offense at any attempt to bring 
to light the many irregularities and mistakes 
that were being committed - the Kansas City 
office participated 
by 
white-washing 
and 
covering up all the mistakes this group made, 
and placed all the blame on the first elected 
Administrative Director, Mr. Earl Williams, 
of Charleston, Missouri, who was following the 
instructions given to him by Mr. Thomason, 
or his Kansas City employees - over the tele­ 
phone, or face to face conversation - seldom 
in writing, where it would be a matter of 
record. 
But now an audit has been filed by 
one of Mr. Thomason’s Regional employees 
(an auditor from Boston, Mass., sent out to 
eleven midwestern states) and this audit which 
was hurriedly presented to the D.A.E.O.C.- 
Board by a representative from Kansas City, 
last January, but refused to leave a copy with 
the members of the board, although clearly dis­ 
closing the .author’s hesitancy in criticising 
anything Kansas City wished covered up, also 
shows why the opposition to the ruling clique 
wished to clean house. 
The Poverty Program started very quietly 
in the Bootheel, only a very small portion of 
the public ever heard of such a movement, 
and no attempt was made by the ruling group 
to alert the public at large. 
To give some idea of how the thing developed, 
a contact from Kansas City was sent to New 
Madrid County, and that county proposed going 
along, if the program would grant it $5,000.00 
to hire one Director, and the County Court 
would stand the expense of all other necessary 
employees, etc. 
At that time a County Super­ 
intendent of Schools, who was voted out, by 
doing away with his office under a recent law, 
was available and agreed to take on the job 
for the $5,000.00 per year salary. 
The man 
from Thomason’s office said they couldn’t al­ 
low that much, so the County said “forget it” 
and lost all interest in the program. 
Then 
they started bringing in employees "from the 
East and paying some up to $12,000.00. 
Now the auditor says there was over $311,— 
000.00, improperly spent, which included double 
pay for some employees, pay for services never 
rendered, the purchase of unauthorized equip­ 
ment, and a host of irregularities. 
The ad­ 
ministrative officials still with DAEOC continue 
to say all the audit shows is bad bookkeeping - 
the blame for all of which rests on the shoulders 
of Earl Williams alone. Hogwash; is the public 
gullible enough to believe that? With such bad 
bookkeeping, it is a wonder the auditor came 
up with as much as he did. 
Are there more 
bugs under the rug? 
Much has been written about other citizens 
getting interested in the Poverty 
Program to 
use it for political purposes. 
But it seems 
that the only person interested in using the 
program for political purposes is Don Thoma­ 
son, who, it is reported, wishes to run for a 
state office. Some say for congress to replace 
Paul Jones. The truth is that somebody smelled 
a rat in the wood-pile, and set out to determine 
if they could discover what was wrong, but they 
couldn’t learn much from the home office of 
DAEOC, at Portageville, or from the auditor 
(who later filed his report under date of Dec. 
31, 1966) who proclaimed to know nothing. Mem- 
b3rs of the DAEOC Board, under the law, were 
entitled to have all the information available. 
Th3 auditor’s report was made to Kansas City 
only. 
Now a new board of directors has been elected, 
a n^w Chairman selected, and the process of 
cleaning house begun. 
But the old crowd still 
gets the ear of some of the press, which, it is 
believed will change its tune, when the 
full 
contents of the audit is made available to it. 
Why doesn’t this element of the press insist 
that Kansas City release the full contents of 
the audit to the public? 
For instance, an assistant director had helped 
wage a campaign to undermine his superior, 
Earl Williams, and gone so far as to call Mr. 
Williams a liar in front of all his staff em­ 
ployees. 
The official audit shows that this 
assistant had helped to set up a program at 
Hayti involving some sort of youth project 
and had purchased a used bus for transporta­ 
tion through the Chairman of the DAEOC (the 
audit says for $650.00, but does not mention 
names, or whether the school board which owned 
the bus had ever approved the sale) and that 
over $1,000.00 had been paid to an automobile 
dealer, then a member of the DAEOC board, 
for parts, labor, and repairs on the bus - all 
of which was done direct and by-passed the 
home office of DAEOC, without its approval, 
or approval from Kansas City.

ca; he c la rts his revolution 
without a firing squad. 
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THE POVERTY PROGRAM 
IN SOUTHEAST MISSOURI 
THE OTHER SIDE OF THE COIN 
For several months it has seemed that Don 
Thomason’s little group of followers have con­ 
trolled the Poverty Program in the Bootheel, 
and have had access to a portion of the press 
which has gained the most publicity; without an 
attempt being made to ascertain the truth. The 
hard core of Thomason followers have seemed 
to think they alone own the Poverty Program 
and have taken offense at any attempt to bring 
to light the many irregularities and mistakes 
that were being committed - the Kansas City 
office participated 
by 
white-washing 
and 
covering up all the mistakes this group made, 
and placed all the blame on the first elected 
Administrative Director, Mr. Earl Williams, 
of Charleston, Missouri, who was following the 
instructions given to him by Mr. Thomason, 
or his Kansas City employees - over the tele­ 
phone, or face to face conversation - seldom 
in writing, where it would be a matter of 
record. 
But now an audit has been filed by 
one of Mr. Thomason’s Regional employees 
(an auditor from Boston, Mass., sent out to 
eleven midwestern states) and this audit which 
was hurriedly presented to the D.A.E.O.C.- 
Board by a representative from Kansas City, 
last January, but refused to leave a copy with 
the members of the board, although clearly dis­ 
closing the .author’s hesitancy in criticising 
anything Kansas City wished covered up, also 
shows why the opposition to the ruling clique 
wished to clean house. 
The Poverty Program started very quietly 
in the Bootheel, only a very small portion of 
the public ever heard of such a movement, 
and no attempt was made by the ruling group 
to alert the public at large. 
To give some idea of how the thing developed, 
a contact from Kansas City was sent to New 
Madrid County, and that county proposed going 
along, if the program would grant it $5,000.00 
to hire one Director, and the County Court 
would stand the expense of all other necessary 
employees, etc. 
At that time a County Super­ 
intendent of Schools, who was voted out, by 
doing away with his office under a recent law, 
was available and agreed to take on the job 
for the $5,000.00 per year salary. 
The man 
from Thomason’s office said they couldn’t al­ 
low that much, so the County said “forget it” 
and lost all interest in the program. 
Then 
they started bringing in employees Yrom the 
East and paying some up to $12,000.00. 
Now the auditor says there was over $311,- 
000.00, improperly spent, which included double 
pay for some employees, pay for services never 
rendered, the purchase of unauthorized equip­ 
ment, and a host of irregularities. 
The ad­ 
ministrative officials still with DAEOC continue 
to say all the audit shows is bad bookkeeping - 
the blame for all of which rests on the shoulders 
of Earl Williams alone. Hogwash; is the public 
gullible enough to believe that? With such bad 
bookkeeping, it is a wonder the auditor came 
up with as much as he did. 
Are there more 
bugs under the rug? 
Much has been written about other citizens 
getting interested in the Poverty 
Program to 
use it for political purposes. 
But it seems 
that the only person interested in using the 
program for political purposes is Don Thoma­ 
son, who, it is reported, wishes to run for a 
state office. Some say for congress to replace 
Paul Jones. The truth is that somebody smelled 
a rat in the wood-pile, and set out to determine 
if they could discover what was wrong, but they 
couldn’t learn much from the home office of 
DAEOC, at Portageville, or from the auditor 
(wi\o later filed his report under date of Dec. 
31, 1966) who proclaimed to know nothing. Mem- 
b3rs of the DAEOC Board, under the law, were 
entitled to have all the information available. 
Th3 auditor’s report was made to Kansas City 
only. 
Now a new board of directors has been elected, 
a n >w Chairman selected, and the process of 
cleaning house begun. 
But the old crowd still 
gets tho ear of some of the press, which, it is 
believed will change its tune, when the 
full 
contents of the audit is made available to it. 
Why doesn’t this element of the press insist 
that Kansas City release the full contents of 
the audit to the public? 
For instance, an assistant director had helped 
wage a campaign to undermine his superior, 
Earl Williams, and gone so far as to call Mr. 
Williams a liar in front of all his staff em­ 
ployees. 
The official audit shows that this 
assistant had helped to set up a program at 
Hayti involving some sort of youth project 
and had purchased a used bus for transporta­ 
tion through the Chairman of the DAEOC (the 
audit says for $650.00, but does not mention 
names, or whether the school board which owned 
the bus had ever approved the sale) and that 
over $1,000.00 had been paid to an automobile 
dealer, then a member of the DA EOC board, 
for parts, labor, and repairs on the bus - all 
of which was done direct and by-passed the 
home office of DAEOC, without its approval, 
or approval from Kansas City. 
When Mr, 
Williams complained of such actions, he aroused 
the fury of the original clique (although all this 
was aguinst OKO regulations). 
The assistant 
director ended up with $1,050.00 extra puy, to 
which he was not entitled and should have been

The Thant plan envisages a 
cease • fire to be followed by 
prelim inary talks aimed at con­ 
vening a new Geneva peace 
conference. 
TTiant said he nad sent 
his 
proposals to all the parties: di­ 
rectly concerned on March 14 
and that some had replied. He 
said he did not consider any of 
the answers as a categorical 
rejection. 
Tile UJS. note said it was as­ 
sumed that the government of 
South Vietnam would be "ap­ 
propriately Involved throughout 
the entire process."

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
The decision by the North Vietnamese to release 
a letter from President Ho Chi Minh rejecting 
flatly a direct peace offer by President Lyndon 
B. Johnson is the best support that the adminis­ 
tration has received for its conduct of the war 
since Johnson took office. 
The news accounts of the exchange-the Presi­ 
dent’s conciliatory letter and the cold rebuff he 
got from Ho Chi Minh - has taken all the wind 
out of the sails of Sen. Robert Kennedy and Sen. 
William 
Fulbright, chairman of the 
Senate 
foreign relations committee, and other doves. 
Ho played straight in to Johnson’s hands strange 
as that may seem. Surely he didn’t intend to do 
it. 
There is nothing that President Johnson could 
have done - and he h a s t r ie d almost everything - 
which could have produced the propaganda re­ 
sult so completely and conclusively as did Ho’s 
hard-nosed letter response to Johnson’s peace 
overture. 
The North Vietnamese leader spoke eloquently 
and loudly of his country’s disinclination to ac­ 
cept any offer to negotiate short of abject sur­ 
render and complete American abandonment of 
South Vietnam. 
Just about everyone in this country, whose 
opinions on the Vietnam war aren’t prejudiced 
and rigidly held, now' believes that President 
Johnson has been doing all that he reasonably 
could to begin negotiations with the North Viet­ 
namese. 
There is a great deal of evidence suggesting 
that the Johnson administration is setting out 
now to win the war in Vietnam as the only 
satisfactory way to conclude the struggle. 
Ho Chi Minh has done more than any person 
to make this course appear to be justified in 
the eyes of the American people. 
He should tell his people to prepare for the 
consequences. 
Time is running out. 
The language that guns 
speak is the only kind that Ho understands. 
Our answer should be loud and clear.

I am tired of staying home while my husband 
burns the midnight oil studying, so that he can 
make the next pay step-up - only to find these 
added earnings gobbled up by increased taxes 
and rising living costs. 
I am tired of “experts” calling conscientious 
mothers neurotic for 
insisting that their off­ 
spring toe the line. 
I’m tired of attorneys and social workers and 
courts who continue to hand down candy-coated 
sentences because, they claim, the poor dear 
hoodlum wasn’t brought up in the right en­ 
vironment - an environment that half the world 
would be envious to share. 
I’m tired of the cement deserts swallowing up 
lovely trees and making pensioners homeless - 
all in the name of bulldozer-type progress or 
code-rating accommodations. 
I’m tired of hearing of all the “ ism s” which 
are supposed to take the place of the ideals and 
ideas propounded by our 
God-fearing 
fore­ 
fathers, who died that we might be free. I’m 
tired of having these liberties taken away from 
my children step-by-step in the name of social 
benefits. 
I’m tired of being told that it’s sissy or old 
hat to believe in God’s Way, and that God is 
dead. 
1 in also tired of hearing that Christmas carols 
shouldn’t be part of a school concert. 
I’m tired of seeing our police officers ridi­ 
culed and criminals exalted during riots 
and 
“ marches.” 
; I am tired of begging i^eople to help me in the 
fiome - then having them turn me down be­ 
cause they might miss an unemployment check. 
I am tired of intermittent phone calls during 
he day 
and night by some quack who took of- 
ense at a letter penned to the local newspaper. 
get especially tired when my youngsters are 
vakened from naps by this or by advertising 
Or soliciting over my private line. 
I'm tired of being told that my work is easy 
because 1 have modern appliances in place of a 
real live maid and that my tiredness from six­ 
teen or more hours of labor in my home is 
caused by my not having enough outside interests. 


In fact, I’m tired ol not naving time to see per­ 
fection in my household tasks because the de­ 
mands on my time to civic causes take up so 
many hours, yet accomplish little because of 
constant bickering over chairmanships or pro­ 
tocol. 
I’m tired of texts which my children bring home 
from school telling how'wonderful world govern­ 
ment will be and how selfish the U.S.A. is, not 
to give away everything she has earned by the 
sweat of her brow. 
I’m tired of answering begging calls or re­ 
ceiving piles of “ gimmee” mail even after giving 
generously to the United Fund. 
My feet are 
sore from helping out at rummage sales and the 
like to raise money for things which my husband’s 
tax money is supposed to cover. 
I’m tired, tired, tired of the idea that sex edu­ 
cation is a panacea for every ill under the sun. 
I am sick and tired of the “better” women’s 
magazines thinking they have to have an article 
on sex in each current issue. 
I’m tired of having to run to turn off my radio 
when smutty jokes come over the air, often under 
the guise of folk songs. 
I’m also tired of having to censor my current 
magazines before letting my youngsters read 
them. 
I’m tired of improving my property by painting 
and adding new1 fixtures, only to have my taxes 
doubled because of those improvements. 
I’m tired of seeing the hurt look in the eyes 
of my children when they wear half-soled shoes 
to school while playmates whose parents are “on 
the dole” 
get shiny 
new shoes to flaunt. 
I’m tired of seeing people who have saved dili­ 
gently being penalized for their thrift while the 
ne’re-do-w ell is coddled with unearned benefits. • 
Yes, I’m sick and tired of seeing people with 
initiative and good old Yankee ingenuity pushed 
around while loafers are being paid to be slothful. 
I’m sick of this modern psychology which is so 
different from the Golden Rule and the Book of 
Proverbs. 
I am tired of seeing this once wonderful God­ 
fearing nation bowing to Satan’s whims, but I 
am not too tired to pray.

BIG SLEEP IN THE HOUSE 
State Representatives 
interested 
in 
good 
government more or less got caught with their 
“ legislative pants down” when it came time to 
vote on House Bill No. 166 recently. The meas­ 
ure carried the lower chamber at Jefferson City 
by such a wide margin that there can only be 
a suspicion that many lawmakers did not read 
the provisions of the measure. 
One of the catch phrases in the measure, de­ 
signed to “ supplement” a 1965 law, requires 
municipal bodies and other public agencies to 
engage in negotiations with any labor organiza­ 
tion that represents employes. As passed by the 
House, this means that city council, boards of 
public works and many other public agencies 
will be forced, whether they wish to or not, 
to conduct negotiations with petitioning unions. 
A great many Southeast Missourians feel that 
public agencies should not be forced to negotiate 
since these bodies represent the taxpayers and 
not private companies. The funds involved are 
public tax funds, not private profits as in the 
case of companies and corporations. 
Still another joker in the proposed law is a 
requirement that issues “ shall be resolved” by 
the State Board of Mediation, a union-dominated 
state agency. 
Passage of House Bill 166 recalls the dismal 
days of an earlier session when the House and 
Senate passed Missouri’s so-called “prevailing 
wage” law, which upset, postponed and increased 
the 
cost 
of untold public building projects 
throughout Southeast Missouri. 
It appears the 
House took the same big sleep that an earlier 
House took on the prevailing wage bill. 
Sometimes it isn’t a bad idea for lawmakers 
to read the provisions of pending legislation be­ 
fore they cast their vote.

million custom ers in the U.S. 
and to provide more energy in 
one day than all the hydroelec­ 
tric power projects in the U.S. 
produce in a week.’* 
The gas industry, like 
all 
other industries developed with 
the savings and earnings of p ri­ 
vate citizens, has been a heavy 
taxpayer to all levels of govern­ 
ment from the time the first gas 
lamp was lit. As a m atter of 
fact, the biggest job in the world 
today, of private industry and 
its custom ers, is to provide tax 
revenues to the tune of hun­ 
dreds of billions of dollars to 
government—which is done un­ 
grudgingly. 
It is not true that 
government 
in 
business 
is 
clothed with unique virtues or 
ability -- nor that it must be 
called on to do the really big 
jobs.

went to the polls and voted the 
union down by a margin twice 
as large as before. 
4 ‘This case has been argued in 
two U. S. 
district courts and 
the U. S. court of appeals as 
the union and the NLRB sought 
an injunction against the com­ 
pany. Each one of these courts 
refused to issue such an in­ 


junction. . . 
“ I say to you unequivocally, 
any individual or group that 
asks the Federal Government 
to withhold 
contracts for vi­ 
tally needed war m aterials from 
a company 
simply because it 
has been found by the NLRB 
to be in violation of the Fed­ 
eral Labor law is 
acting ir ­ 
responsibly 
and without any 
thought for the welfare of our 
Armed Forces. 
“ This is merely a desperate 
attempt by the AFL-CIO Coun­ 
cil to gain, by 
fiat from our 
Government, 
bargaining au­ 
thority which it has not been 
able to win in secret ballot 
elections.” 
Critical supplies and equip­ 
ment for Vietnam are involved 
in this home-front fight. Con­ 
gressm an Rivers thinks that our 
soldiers take

In columns of advertising, in­ 
vestor - owned enterprise, big 
and little, seeks the patronage 
of the public. A national news 
magazine recently carried 
a 
full - page advertisem ent over 
the signature of the president 
of a major investor - owned 
electric power system *. 
The 
purpose 
of the advertisem ent 
was to call attention to the op­ 
portunities for industrial de­ 
velopment in its service area. 
The power system in question 
is one of the most progressive 
in the country, but it is not 
alone in its drive to develop 
m arkets and expand 
its s e r­ 
vices to the benefit of the com­ 
munity. Thousands of taxpay­ 
ing 
enterprises are pursuing 
the same course in every sec­ 
tion of the United States. Their 
business - promoting efforts 
are reflected in the thousands 
of pages of advertiseing that 
we see every day in our home­ 
town papers and magazines — 
advertising that tells of 
new 
products, expanded service and 
new opportunities. 


It is well worthwhile to think 
of these things when plans are 
put forth to extend government 
in business. 
Socialized indus­ 
try does not need to advertise 
because free choice in 
the 
marketplace is gone. The cus­ 
tom ers are captives of a state 
monopoly. 
And in countries 
where socialism is total, 
the 
press consists of a few official 
organs.

NEW YORK (AP) — “ You 
have to make your own trip to 
the moon,” said Ross Hunter.

liigh school English 
teacher who now, as one of Hol­ 
lywood’s most successful pro­ 
ducers, is becoming known as 
“ the man with the box office 
touch.” 
Of the 36 films he has made 
since 1952 only two were finan­ 
cial duds, which he feels is 
something of a record. 
“ I have made a profit of $167 
million for the studio,” he re­ 
marked. 
“ Why? Because I don’t make 
pictures for myself. I make 
them for the public. And what 
they want is to be entertained.

Hunter's latest bonanza is 
“ Thoroughly Modern Millie,” a 
madcap musical romp through 
the lyzus starring Julie An­ 
drews, James Fox, Mary Tyler 
Moore, Carol Charming, John 
Gavin and Beatrice L illie. 
His next opus is “ The Public 
Eye,” which Elizabeth Taylor 
and Richard Burton will get a 
million dollars each to star in. 


Ross used to be an actor him­ 
self. After a spell of teaching 
English in Cleveland, he put in 
a hitch in the Army, then took a 
film test and scored high. 
He acted in 19 pictures — re­ 
member “ Sweetheart of Sigma 
Chi” and “Louisiana Hayride” ? 
— and pushed his income up to 
$1,000 a week. His career was 
interrupted by an illness that 
sidelined him for a full year. 
When he recovered nobody 
seemed to remember him.

He is well aware that lie's rid­ 
ing an unusual success wave, 
but says that If he should run 
into a series of flops he still has 
a resource available.

uardo Frei Mantalva of Chile 
is probably the most compul­ 
sive builder in Latin America, 
and when you ask him about his

his hands gesture expressively. 
Frei 
is building not merely 
houses but a nation. Today Chile 
is pushing, promoting, building 
more than at any other time in 
its history, and President F rei, 
with his Christian Democratic 
party, has been responsible, 
setting an example for all Latin 
Am erica. 
I talked to Frei in his office 
looking out over the Plaza De 
La Constitucion. Over his heavy 
mahogany desk hung a portrait 
of 
Bernardo 
O'Higgins, 
the 
George Washington of Chile. 
On the desk were a few work­ 
ing papers. Deep -setwindow 
sills led out to a balcony over­ 
looking the square. And on a lit­ 
tle telephone table was a minia­ 
ture telephone keyboard identi- 
cal with that of LBJ’s. 
President Frei has a lot in 
common with LBJ, as I dis­ 
covered 
in talking with him. 
They are both ex - schoolteach­ 
ers, both strong for education, 
both pushers for agriculture, 
land conservation and housing. 
Both, furtherm ore, are tall and 
thin. 
“ I was hoping to see P resi­ 
dent Johnson before April 15 
when the summit conference 
opens,” President Frei told 
me. “ I know we would have had 
a lot in common. I hope to see 
him later in the year on a state 
visit.” 
“ Tell me about your revolu­ 
tion without a firing squad,” I 
asked, 
referring 
to F ret's 
sweeping social and economic 
reform s. 
REVOLUTION 
WITHOUT FIRING 
“ Our chief accomplishment 
is 
education,” President Frei 
replied, 
speaking 
English 
slowly 
and 
carefully. “ The 
UNESCO in Paris cited us for 
having 96 per cent literacy, 
higher I think than any 
other 


country in the world. 
“ Revolution doesn’t have to 
take the form of bloodshed and 
disorder. Building schools is 
the spirit of our revolution. 
“ In January and February,” 
Frei continued, referring 
to 
the summer vacation in South 
America, “ university students 
have gone 
south to build our 
schools. The government has 
furnished the window fram es, 
the lum ber, the locks, but the 
students have got the commu­ 
nity started and they have done 
the rest. 
“ We have also increased stu­ 
dents in our secondary schools 
by 40 per cent, and we have 
increased the basic term of 
education 
from 
six to eight 
years. Next year we will ex­ 
tend it to nine years. 
“ And we have served a mil­ 
lion breakfasts in the public 
schools, together with 500,000 
luncheons,” 
said 
President 
Frei, “ in part thanks to food 
from the United States.” 
The President of Chile went 
on to talk about the next goal 
of 
the Christian • Democratic 
Revolution -housing. 
“ Here we have not done as 
well as we should,” he 
said 
frankly. “ We plan to build 60,- 
000 houses every year, 
but 
the cost of education may be 
too great. The past adm inistra­ 
tion built 20,000 houses 
a 
year, and we have txiilt, 
be­ 
tween 
1964 - 1966, 
45,000 
houses 
each year. Probably 
we will build 55,000 this year, 
1 am not sure. We hope to do 
better. 
“ Along with this housing pro­ 
gram we have brought in wat­ 
er, lighting, built communal 
buildings which have laundries 
and libraries, and we have in­ 
stalled playgrounds and m arket­ 
ing facilities. Housing projects 
never had these before. 
“ The third goal of our revolu­ 
tion is 
health. We 
have or­ 
ganized 900 mobile health cent­ 
ers; we have trained nurses; 
and we have given, in 1966, 
190 million liters of milk to 
mothers. In the last adm inistra­ 
tion there was given only 88 mil­ 
lion liters of milk. We 
have 
pledged 240 million for 1967.

There is nothing that President Johnson could 
have done - and he h a s tried almost everything - 
which could have produced the propaganda re­ 
sult so completely and conclusively as did Ho’s 
hard-nosed letter response to Johnson’s peace 
overture. 
The North Vietnamese leader spoke eloquently 
and loudly of his country’s disinclination to ac­ 
cept any offer to negotiate short of abject sur­ 
render and complete American abandonment of 
South Vietnam. 
Just about everyone in this country, whose 
opinions on the Vietnam war aren’t prejudiced 
and rigidly held, now believes that President 
Johnson has been doing all that he reasonably 
could to begin negotiations with the North Viet­ 
namese.

BIG SLEEP IN THE HOUSE 
State Representatives 
interested 
in 
good 
government more or less got caught with their 
“ legislative pants down” when it came time to 
vote on House Bill No. 166 recently. The meas­ 
ure carried the lower chamber at Jefferson City 
by such a wide margin that there can only be 
a suspicion that many lawmakers did not read 
the provisions of the measure. 
One of the catch phrases in the measure, de­ 
signed to “ supplement” a 1965 law, requires 
municipal bodies and other public agencies to 
engage in negotiations with any labor organiza­ 
tion that represents employes. As passed by the 
House, this means that city council, boards of 
public works and many other public agencies 
will be forced, whether they wish to or not, 
to conduct negotiations with petitioning unions. 
A great many Southeast Missourians feel that 
public agencies should not be forced to negotiate 
since these bodies represent the taxpayers and 
not private companies. The funds involved are 
public tax funds, not private profits as in the 
case of companies and corporations. 
Still another joker in the proposed law is a 
requirement that issues “ shall be resolved” by 
the State Board of Mediation, a union-dominated 
state agency. 
Passage of House Bill 166 recalls the dismal 
days of an earlier session when the House and 
Senate passed Missouri’s so-called “prevailing 
wage” law, which upset, postponed and increased 
the 
cost 
of untold public building projects 
throughout Southeast Missouri. 
It appears the 
House took the same big sleep that an earlier 
House took on the prevailing wage bill. 
Sometimes it isn’t a bad idea for lawmakers 
to read the provisions of pending legislation be­ 
fore they cast their vote.

taxpayer to all levels of govern­ 
ment from the time the first gas 
lamp was lit. As a matter of 
fact, the biggest job in the world 
today, of private industry and 
its customers, Is to provide tax 
revenues to the tune of hun­ 
dreds of billions of dollars to 
government—which Is done un­ 
grudgingly.

that in elections held in eight 
Stevens plants, employees have 
voted against the union in each 
and every one of these elec­ 
tions. 
In one of these plants 
. . .the NLRB ordered a rerun 
election . . . the employees 
went to the polls and voted the 
union down by a margin twice 
as large as before. 
1 'This case has been argued in 
two U. S. 
district courts and 
the U. S. court of appeals as 
the union and the NLRB sought 
an Injunction against the com­ 
pany. Each one of these courts 
refused to issue such an in­ 


junction. . . 
“ I say to you unequivocally, 
any individual or group that 
asks the Federal Government 
to withhold 
contracts for vi­ 
tally needed war materials from 
a company simply because It 
has been found by the NLRB 
to be in violation of the Fed­ 
eral Labor law is

"There are no free rides.” 
Hunter Is the youthful4 ooking 
former 
lilgh school English 
teacher who now, as one of Hol­ 
lywood's most successful pro­ 
ducers, is becoming known as 
Mtt» man with the box office 
touch.” 
Of the 36 films he has made 
since 1952 only two were finan­ 
cial duds, which he feels is 
something of a record. 
"I have made a profit of $167 
million for the studio,” he re­ 
marked. 
"Why? Because I don't make 
pictures for myself. I make 
them for the public. And what 
they want is to be entertained. 
"Escape is a healthy word. 
And people are looking for a 
clean look in entertainment. 
"European 
producers feel 
they have to give a slice ufltfe. 
We feel that people get that 
slice of life in their own homes. 
"W e're on the uplieat now In 
Hollywood. European producers 
are on the downbeat. I feel that 
lf you subject people to a neu­ 
rotic film about despair, they go 
back to their homes and watch 
television, dull as that may lie.” 
Hunter’s latest bonanza is 
"Thorougldy Modern Millie," a 
madcap musical romp through 
tile 1920s starring Julie An­ 
drews, James Fox, Mary Tyler 
Moore, Carol Channing, Jolin 
Gavin and Beatrice Lillie. 
His next opus is "Hie Public 
Eye," which Elizalxdh Taylor 
and Richard Burton wiil get a 
million dollars each to star in. 


Ross used to be an actor him­ 
self. After a spell of teaching 
English in Cleveland, he put in 
a hitch in the Army, then took a 
Al rn test and scored high. 
He acted in 19 pictures — re­ 
member "Sweetheart of Sigma 
Chi” and "Louisiana Hayride” ? 
— and pushed his income up to 
$1,000 a week. His career was 
interrupted by an illness that 
sidelined him for a full year.

He is well aware that he's rid­ 
ing an unusual success wave, 
l>ut says that lf he should run 
Into a series of Hops he still tuts 
a resource available.

uardo Fret Mantalva of Chile 
is probably the most compul­ 
sive builder In Latin America, 
and when you ask him about ills 
building his eyes sparkle and 
his hands gesture expressively. 
Frei is building not merely 
houses but a nation. Today Chile 
is pushing, promoting, building 
more than at any other time in 
its history, and President Frei, 
with his Christian Democratic 
party, has been responsible, 
setting an eximpie for all Latin 
America. 
I talked to Frei in his cfflce 
looking out over the Plaza De 
La Constitucion. Over Ids heavy 
mahogany desk hung a portrait 
of 
Bernardo 
0*Hlgglns, the 
George Washington of Chile. 
On the desk were a few work­ 
ing papers. Deep -setwindow 
sills led out to a balcony over­ 
looking the square. And on a lit­ 
tle telephone table was a minia­ 
ture telephone keyboard identi­ 
cal with that of L BJ’s. 
President Frei has a lot in 
common with LBJ, as I dis­ 
covered In talking with him. 
They are both ex -schoolteach­ 
ers, both strong for education, 
both pushers for agriculture, 
land conservation and housing. 
Both, furthermore, are tall and 
thin. 
"I was hoping to see Prest- 
dent Johnson before April 15 
when the summit conference 
opens/' President Frei told 
me. "I know we would have had 
a lot in common. I hope to see 
him later iii the year on a state 
visit.”

“ Revolution doesn't have to 
take the form of bloodshed arid 
disorder. Building schools Is 
Hie spirit of our revolution. 
"In January and February,” 
Fret continued, referring 
to 
tile summer vacation In South 
America, “university students 
have gone 
south to build our 
schools. The government has 
furnished the window frames, 
the lumber, the locks, but the 
students have got the commu­ 
nity started and they have done 
the rest. 
"We have also increased stu­ 
dents in our secondary schools 
by 40 per cent, and we have 
Increased the basic term of 
education 
from 
six to eight 
years. Next year we will ex­ 
tend it to nine years. 
"And we have served a mil­ 
lion breakfasts in the public 
schools, together with 500,000 
luncheons,”

WOODSTOCK, Md. (AP) — 
The modernization movement in 
Roman C atholicism is reflected 
in the radical changes in train­ 
ing of p riests at W oodstock Col­ 
lege, one of the nation's fore­ 
most Jesuit sem in a ries. 
Once the sem inarians w ere 
virtually isolated in the rolling 
hill country 20 m iles w est of 
Baltim ore . T heir training was 
dominated by a theological sy s­ 
tem devised in the Middle A ges 
by St. Thomas Aquinas. And 
they conform ed to a rigid sched­ 
ule, from arising at a certain 
tim e to going to bed at a certain 
tim e. But no m ore. 
W oodstock's 
president, the 
Very Rev. F elix F . Cardegna, 
said the changes here are sim ­ 
ply a reflection of the modern 
age, som ething he said can be 
seen in other denom inations as 
well as in Roman C atholicism . 
Father Cardegna said that it 
was 
recognized that 
form er 
methods did not equip p riests to 
deal adequately with the prob­ 
lem s of people who needed guid­ 
ance. To help inform p riests of 
social 
problem s, 
Woodstock 
added a course called “ Sociolo­ 
gy of the Church." 
Another new course is “ R eli­ 
gious Anthropology,” which ex­ 
plores the relation of religion to 
the cultural a ctiv ities of man. 
Yet another new course is “ The 
Problem 
of God," which in­ 
cludes inquiry into various mod­ 
ern th eo ries, among them the 
“ God is dead" viewpoint. 
Teacher of this cou rse, which 
surely would have been taboo in 
past tim es, is the Rev.' John C . 
Murray, chief w riter of the de­ 
cree on religiou s liberty ap­ 
proved 
by 
the 
Ecum enical 
Council, Vatican II. 
Protestant theology and the 
Protestant role in ecum enism 
a lso are studied. 
“ These d ays," said Father 
Cardegna, “ the whole of the­ 
ology has to be ecum enical or 
it's nothing. And it la s to be in 
contact with the social problem s 
and daily needs of people.” 
Of the 72 co u rses offered, 21 
are electiv e. Sem inarians have 
been going outside the school 
for som e tim e to engage in so­ 
cial w elfare w ork, but recently 
this activity has been greatly 
expanded. 
Some students visit Baltim ore 
each week to 
work in slum 
neighborhoods. Other sem inari­ 
ans pay regular v isits to two 
nearby state mental hospitals. 
Others 
visit 
Protestant 
churches and 
synagogues 
to 
explain C atholicism .

WOODSTOCK, Md. (AP) — 
The modernization movement in 
Roman Catholicism is reflected 
in the radical changes in train­ 
ing of priests at Woodstock Col­ 
lege, one of the nation’s fore­ 
most Jesuit seminaries. 
Once the seminarians were 
virtually isolated in the rolling 
hUl country 20 miles west of 
Baltimore . Their training was 
dominated by a theological sys­ 
tem devised in the Middle Ages 
by St. Thomas Aquinas. And 
they conformed to a rigid sched­ 
ule, from arising at a certain 
time to going to bed at a certain 
time. But no more. 
Woodstock's 
president, the 
Very Rev. Felix F. Cardegna, 
said the changes here are sim­ 
ply a reflection of the modern 
age, something he said can be 
seen in other denominations as 
well as in Roman Catholicism. 
Father Cardegna said that it 
was 
recognized that former 
methods did not equip priests to 
deal adequately with the prob­ 
lems of people who needed guid­ 
ance. To help inform priests of 
social 
problems, Woodstock 
added a course called ’’Sociolo­ 
gy of the Church.” 
Another new course is ’’Reli­ 
gious Anthropology,” which ex­ 
plores the relation of religion to 
the cultural activities of man. 
Yet another new course is ’’The 
Problem of God,” wliich In­ 
cludes Inquiry into various mod­ 
ern theories, among them the 
*^God is dead” viewpoint.

countries, with 576

home with a trophy. Thus, a bout 
one of every eight turkey hunt­ 
ers was successful. 
The 1967 season has 
been 
lengthened by two days and will 
run April 24 through 30. Also, 
three more countries have been 
added to the hunting territory. 
In addition, Missouri turkey 
hunting will be open to non­ 
residents of the state for the 
first time in recent history. 
Regulations for this 
year, 
as in the past, allow only one 
male turkey to be taken 
by 
shotgun or 
longbow, without 
the use of dogs, recorded calls 
or live decoys, 
between 
the 
hours of 5:00 a.m. and 12:00 
noon (Central Standard Time). 
Turkey hunting permits 
are 
required and will cost $5 for 
resident and $25 for non-resi­ 
dents, plus a 30 - cent service 
fee In each case. 
These per­ 
mits will go on sale about April 
1st. 
Checking 
stations will 
be 
maintained in each of the open 
counties and again, successful 
hunters must check their birds 
with plumage intact 
between 
7:00 a.m. and 3:00 p.m. on the 
day they were killed. However, 
this year, 
turkeys 
may 
be 
checked in the county where 
killed, or adjacent county pro­ 
vided it is an open turkey hunt­ 
ing county. 
ANOTHER BANNER fishing 
season is shaping up at Duck 
Creek Wildlife 
Management 
Area here, with a 
report of 
more than 11,000 fish taken in 
one early-March weekend. 


Dan Dlckneite, area 
man­ 
ager, said more than 3,000 ang­ 
lers, many from as far away as 
St. Louis, fished 
the 
area 
during the weekend. Of the 11,- 
000 fish caught, about 80 per 
cent were crappie 
weighing 
from eight ounces to 
two 
pounds. The rest were mainly 
iargemouth bass, most 
of 
them weighing from 10 ounces 
to a pound and a half with at 
least two going five pounds. 


Last 
season the anglers at 
Duck Creek made news nearly 
every weekend with stories of 
large strings of crappie, over­ 
size bass and fishing methods 
that were 
unusual 
to cope 
with Duck Creek's unusual chal­ 
lenges. As in the past, fisher­ 
men wishing to try Duck Creek 
angling 
for the first time 
can prepare themselves for big 
catches and big bass — but they 
must also be prepared for shal­ 
low water and usually, a lot of 
moss on the surface. 


The shallow water 
and the 
covering of moss have 
re­ 
sulted in development of 
a 
strange - looking procedure for 
bass fishing. The bass lie under 
Uie vegetation, and to get to them 
the fishermen 
have to drag 
weediess lures across 
the 
moss. The bass sees the shadow 
of the lure— a spoon or a pork 
frog or something 
similar 
— and blasts 
a hole in the 
weeds to get to it. Many times 
the angler will miss the mossy 
strike, but when he connects 
he has a 
real fight on his 
hands, landing bass and moss 
together. 
Moss growth will come later 
in the year. Right now, methods 
are more nearly normal, al­ 
though catching may be phenom­ 
enal.

suitable for management as a 
park than as a wildlife area, 
and pointed out that the Park 
Board is in a better position 
to provide park-type manage­ 
ment for public use of the area.

SCOTT AIR FORCE BASE, 
111. (AP) — Airman 2,c. Mal­ 
colm C. H assler Is a para­ 
chutist, frogman, fireman, med- 
lc, mountain clim ber and sur­ 
vival expert. 
The 22-year-old airman from 
Peoria, 111., and other parares- 
cuemen like him helped save 
the lives of 403 downed allied 
airmen in Vietnam in 1966. 
Pararescuemen are the hub 
of the Aerospace Rescue and 
Recovery Service, a division of 
the 
military airlift command 
which has headquarters at Scott 
Air Force Base in southern Il­ 
linois near St. Louis. 
These men, who wear maroon 
berets and train by parachuting 
into pine trees, go into the jun­ 
gles 
and 
seas 
to 
prepare 
crashed airplane crews for res­ 
cue. They administer first aid, 
fight sharks and hold off the 
Viet Cong or North Vietnamese 
soldiers with sm all arms fire 
while the rescue is in progress. 
At last count, air rescuemen 
in Vietnam 
had 
won 
1,800 
awards 
and 
decorations for 
work under fire. The 38th Aero­ 
space Rescue Squadron and its 
3rd Rescue and Recovery group 
have received presidential unit 
citations. 
In addition to going down di­ 
rectly to the men who need 
help, the pararescuemen also 
operate the hoists used to pluck 
airmen from calm seas. 
For his rescue work Hassler 
was named military airlift com­ 
mand's outstanding airman for 
1967. He is a crew member on 
a HH-3 Jolly Green Giant hell- 
copter used to recover pilots 
down in Southeast Asia. 
Another pararescueman is 34- 
year-old 
Chuck 
Walther 
of 
Parkersburg, W. Va., who re­ 
cently completed a year's duty 
at Blen Hoa. During the period 
he collected 13 medals for cour-

many hours," Walther said. 
“ When they go, it's just like a 
hand grenade. At Bien Hoa a 
fireman standing between two 
of my pararescuemen was killed 
by an exploding 20 mill meter." 
Capt. John B. Kneen, 31, of 
Belvidere Center, Vt., pilots a 
rescue helicopter. 
Kneen said every rescue of a 
downed airman is a race be­ 
tween the Viet Cong and the 
rescuers to the crash site.

or by a majority when a quorum was present, 
and there is no approval, in writing, on record 
from Mr. Thomason. 
Some $7,000.00 to $9,- 
000.00 was spent on the renovation of the old 
room by DA EOC, which can never get its money 
back, even if it stays the full five years of the 
lease; $100.00 a month is paid to lessor, in 
addition to the cost of improvements. 
The other assistant to Mr. W illiams, it is be­ 
lieved, was a conspirator with the one men­ 
tioned above, to attain the dism issal of Wil­ 
liams. At least, it is known that he campaigned 
with the Negro members 
of the board for the 
election of the other assistant as Administra­ 
tive Director. 
It is also known that in at least 
one instance he forced a local co-ordinator of 
a CAA (NSC) to keep an aide who wouldn’t do 
a bit of work. 
He had come to M issouri, as a 
school teacher, from Arkansas, and, although 
claiming Portageville, M issouri, as his resi­ 
dence for several years, had never thought to 
get a Missouri license for his automobile - so 
he was recently picked up and fined in the New 
Madrid County Magistrate Court. 
The original board of DA EOC consisted 
of 
some very fine citizens who resigned in dis­ 
gust, when they could not learn what was going 
on, or what they were supposed to do. Other 
good people have been on subsequent boards 
and have given up for the same reason. 
Now, it appears that there is a new board 
which intends to stop the foolishness and be 
ready to see that the Poverty Program in the 
Bootheel is correctly operated, on all fronts, 
if congress votes to continue the program. They 
have made a good start, perhaps there are other 
dead heads on the payroll who need to go, in order 
to get every possible dollar down to the needy 
people on the poverty level. 
One 
of the as­ 
sistants who was discharged, has continued to 
give out press releases saying the program has 
assisted some 130,000 needy people in the Boot­ 
heel. 
Did you ever check the Blue Book? The 
last census sho\ s that only 196,000 people in the 
whole of the six counties, and everyone should 
know each of the counties has lost population 
since 1960, unless it might be Scott County. 
Incidentally the Federal Department of Labor 
has done a fine job with its Manpower De­ 
velopment Program in Sikeston; in contrast to 
the m ess-up of the Poverty Program. 
The latest report is that the two assistants 
fired by the new DA EOC board are appealing 
their dism issals. 
There is no provision for 
such appeals under the Missouri law, which 
leaves such matters entirely at the discretion 
of the board members - no matter what Kansas 
City may say or guidelines may contain. Per­ 
haps it is time, if necessary, to get Mr. Thoma­ 
son before a Federal Court, over some of his 
rulings. 
It is hoped that the new board will stand its 
ground and continue to do what it thinks best 
for a successful operation of the Poverty 
Program in the Bootheel, without giving in to 
coercion from any source.
